THE MANUFACTURE iOF PINS, 

‘A statiatician has recently made a curious 
calenlation of the quantity of pins made each 
‘day in La Nature.’ Tho mauufactories of 
Birmingham hold the first nk in this in- 
‘Gustry, and produce daily about 87 millions. 
Othor manufactories in-this country produce’ 
some 17 millions, giving a daily prodnetion 
of 50 millions of pins for ‘England alone, In 
France the works of l’Aigle,.of Bugle, and 
.of Paria produco 20 millions ; while those of 

. Holland, Germany, and other countries pro- 
“duce .about 10 millions. So. that we may 
estimate very approximately at 80: millions 
‘the number of pins manufactured every day, 
“ giving 29 milliards 200 millions of ‘pins 
manufactured in a year. This quantity re- 
presents a value of eleven and a half millions 
of francs. Notwithstanding this’ enormous
